IN YEAR WORTH $70,000,000 


America Leads World in_  Ship- 
ments; Demand for Farm Ma- 
chinery Increases Trade,

MOSCOW, Nov. 3.—The United 
States led the world in exports to 
Russia during the (first nines 
months of 1925. Soviet trade re- 
turns show that nearly $706,000,- 
000 worth of American goods, rep 
resenting 35 per cent of Russia’s 
total imports, was bought by the 
soviet government during this pe- 
giod. Imports from England were 
second, totaling $68,000,000. 

Imports from Germany came 
third in the list, amounting to $59,- 
000,000. ’ 

Before the war, Russia’s average 
imports from United States 
amounted to only $40,000,000, or 
6 per cent of Russia’s total im- 
port trade. 

The soviet government has stat- 


in the United States during 1926 
for equipment for its oil, metal and 
other industries. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—An unusu- 
al demand for agricultural ma- 
chinery in Russia ig said to be re- 
sponsible for the record export 
movement from this country to 
Russia.

Tests Poison ,. Tablet. 

Dr. Moon today dropped into a 
glass of water at the direction of 
Eph Inman, defense counsel, one of 
the tablets such as Miss Oberholt- 
zer took, but when Inman asked 
the doctor to tell the jury just how 
rapidly the tablet broke up, the 
pathologist answered: “Not very 
rapidly,” and Inman had to turn 
to detailed questioning to bring out 
his point that the poison tablets 
disintegrated rapidly and dld thvi: 
work speedily. 

Inman was only partly success- 
ful in bringing such testimony from 
the witness. Miss Oberholtzer’s 
dying declaration said that she did 
not notify her captors of her gelf- 
poisoning until five or six hous 
after she had swallowed the tablets. 

The testimony of Dr. Moon was 
highly technical ‘throughout his 
cross-examination. Yesterday he 
had said, in answer to a hypothet- 
ical question, propounded on direct 
examination, that death under cir- 
cumstances related by the State, 
and conforming to the conditions 1t 
allegesgin Miss Oberholtzer’s case, 
was the result of complications of 
self-administered poison and of 
wounds and injuries, and not alone 
the result of the poison she swal- 
lowed. 

’ Died 29 Days Later. 

She died 29 days after swallow- 
ing the poison and Dr. Moon said 
that every case he had found in 
medical records showed that if a 
victim of such poisoning lived 25 
days, recovery had followed. 

Inman sought to develop today 
that when Miss Oberholtzer signed 
a ‘dying statement” on March 25 
she really was on the road to re- 
covery. He based this on Dr. 
Moon's testimony that when  or- 
gans affected by the poisoning be- 
gan functioning again—usually 
about 12 days after the poison had 
been taken—the patient was get- 
ting well. 

Inman also sought to show that 
Miss Oberholtzer had been given 
opiates when it was not necessary, 
but the witness would not commit 
himself on that line. It previously 
had been testified that Miss Ober- 
holtzer had been given narcot'cs 
twice on the day she signed the 
statement accusing Stephenson, 
Klenck and Gentry. 

FKarlier tn the cross-examination, 
Inman askeé@ the witness what was 
the immediate cause of Miss Ober- 
holtzer’s death. 

“In my opinion the immediate 
cause of death was an infection 
carried through the blood stream, 
localizing in ‘tthe lung and in the 
kidney, particularly tn the kidney. 
That was the immediate cause. 
There were other contributory | 
causes.” 

Inman brought out that Dr.

payments of $8900 a month have 
been made by Patrick H. O’Don- 
nell, attorney for two members of 
the Genna gang, leaders of an alco- 
hol ring, on trial for killing two 


policemen last June. 

O'Donnell offered as evidence to 
prove his charge, records which he 
said showed each politceman’s star 
number opposite the amount paid 
him. Barred from introducing the 
evidence in the murder trial as iIr- 
relevant, O'Donnell sald he would 
give his information to the Federal 
Government. 

Police Had TAst of Plants. 

Some of the policemen took their 
pay in alcohol from the 16 plants 
controlled by the Gennas tn base- 
ments and tenement rooms on the 
West Side. and bootlegged i. them- 
selves, declared O'Donnell. Dupll- 
cate lists of these plants were fur- 
nished detectives squads so that the 
places would not be raided by mis- 
take. 

The charges were made, the law- 
yer said, in an attempt to show 
that “most cordial business and 
personal relations” existed between 
the gang and the police and that 
Genna and his henchmen would 
not have attempted to kill any of 
them. 

“Mike Genna’and his partners 
paid 300 policemen, 150 of them 
from the Maxwell Street Station, 
and another from the State's At-

vard. A third company, the Carie- 
ton-Ferguson Co., has controlled 
both. 

Banker’s Version of Deception. 

“When the time for an audit of 
the Ferguson-McKinney company 
was approaching there would be « 
flow of cash from the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co. across the street to the 
Ferguson-McKinney,” said a bank- 
er connected with one o fthe credi- 
tor banks, but who would not per- 
mit use of his name. “By the time 
the date o fthe audit arrived, the 
Ferguson -McKinney company 
would be in possession of several 
hundreds of thousands of cash in 
bank—a sufficient sum, not only to 
give credence to statements that 
the company was making a profit, 
but to create a showing of ansets 
sufficient to give the company a 
large line of credit.

“Being married and unmarried at 
the same time is a poor position,’’ 
said Mrs. Stillman, explaining that 
in seeking a divorce she was only 
pursuing her original objective of 
five years ago, when she, for the 
first time, asked Stillman for her 
freedom. 

Allowance Is Coetinued® 

Mrs. Stillman was radiant In one 
of the gayest of her many famous 
bandana effects, a short red velvet 
jacekt, immense pearls about her 
neck, a plain short skirt and a pair 
of beaded moccasins. She related 
for the first time and in full the 
story of her present action, whici 
she asserted Stillman hag agree! 
not to contest, 

For the six months, he has con- 
tinued to send her $750 monthly, 
Which brings her yearly allowance 
to the old $90,000 figure which the 
Court formerly directed Stillman to 
pay pending settlement of his sui’ 
That suit has beén settled since 
June, when the highest New Yorx 
State court decided against Stil]- 
man.

DOCTOR IS ASKED 
FOR HIS OPINION IN 
STEPHENSON TRIAL

cussed what amount the _ State 
would pay him for his two days’ 
service in the trial. He was paid 
$100 daily when he served as a 
witness for the defense at the bail 


hearing here last June, Inman de- 
veloped. Dr. Moon also admitted 
that he had refused to testify unless 
paid that amount. 

Dr. J. A. MacDonald of Indianap- 
olis testified he believed Miss 
Oberholtzer died from a complica- 
tion brought on from self-adminis- 
tered poison and blood poisoning 
resulting from injuries she received 
in an alleged attack. 

One hypothetical question yester- 

day related all the circumstances 
alleged by the State in the case, 
and asked directly what, in’ the 
opinion‘of Dr. Moon, caused death. 

“In my opinion,” he replied, ‘“‘in 
the hypothetical case, death result- 
ed from complications rather/ than 
from the direct effects of self-ad- 
ministered poison.” 

Answering another hypothetical 
question about the nature of the 
blood poisoning which he testified 
might have been caused from the 
cirl’s wound, he declared that “re- 
covery was almost certain in the 
absence of the complications set 
forth,” 

wells of Post Mortem, 

Dr. Moon said that he performed 
2 post mortem examination on 
which he based conclusions to 
which he testified regarding the 
nature of Miss Oberholtzer’s pois- 
Oning, both that by her own hand 
and that which he said resulted 
from infection of her wounds. 

On cross-examination the witness 
answered in the affirmative an in- 
quiry by Eph Inman, defense, coun- 
sel, as to.whether the poison which 
Miss Oberholtzer took in the hotel 
at Hammond, was the deadliest of 
its kind, .

Gentry, carrying 
a tray to the garage, with what ap- 
peared to be food on it. The State 
alleges that Miss Oberholtzer was 
returned from Hammond by auto- 
mobile the night of March 16 and 
kept prisoner in the Stephenson ga- 


rage overnight and until about 11 
a. m. the next day.

direct examination with the stare- 
ment that in his opinion #skin in-

Solicited Prospects.

them to enroll at the College of 


Physicians and Surgeons, vollected 
the tuition fees in udvance. The 
money was then turned over to Dr. 
Briggs by him, Dr. Adcox said, and 
half the sum was then returned to 
him. Dr. Adcox said the operating 
agreement which he received fmm 
Dr. Briggs was seized in a raid on 
his home by Circuit Attorney Side- 
ner and detectives Oct. 17, 1923.

last three years. It resulted in the 
credit of both companies being 
maintained at a high figure, though 
the Ferguson-McKinney company 
now is known to have been bank- 
rupt for a long period and the 
Carleton Dry Goods Co.'s business 
was dwindling until its liquidation, 
now in progress, is expected to net 
the holders of $4,000,000 of its 
stock no more than 50 cents on the 
dollar.

Debts About $4,000,000. 

After a meeting of creditors to- 
day, it was said that the obliga- 
tions of the company might mount 
to $4,000,000, and that.the prob- 
able recovery of creditors was 
dwindling until it might be no 
more than 25 cents on the dollar. 
It had been hoped that ¢he credit- 
ors would get ag much as 50 cents. 
Holders of the $2,500,000 stock cf 
the company will receive nothing. 
The $1,000,000 of preferred stock is 
widely held. The $1.500,000 of 
common is held by the Carleton- 
Ferguson Co,

The bankers.took charge Satur- 
day morning, as told exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch that day, and 
almost immediately discovered the 
lack of assets. This was followed 
yesterday by an involuntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy and the ap- 
pointment of Eugene H. Angert, an 
attorney, as receiver under instruc- 
tion from Federal Judge Faris to 
close the company and wind up its 
affairs at once.

STATE LAW PROHIBITING = | 
USE OF FALSE FINANCIAL 
STATEMENTS TO GET CREDIT | 


HE Missouri law, prohibit- 
T ing the making or use of 
~ false statements to obtain 
property or credit, or for the 
extension of credit or discount, 
which bankers point out ts ap- 
plicable to the Ferguson-Mc- 
Kinney case, follows: 

Sec. 3367. Prohibiting the 
making or use of false state- 
ments to obtain property or 
credit, or for the extension of 
credit or discount.—No person 
shall Knowingly make or cause 
to be made, either directly or 
indirectly, or through any 
agency whatsoever, any false 
statement in writing, with in- 
tent that it shall be relied upon, 
respecting the financial condl- 
tion, or means or ability to pay, 
of himself, or any other person, 
firm or corporation in whom he 
is interested, or for whom he is 
acting, for the purpose of pro- 
curing in any form whatsoever, 
either the delivery of personal 
property, the payment of cash, 
the making of gq loan or credit,® 
the extension of credit, the dis- 
count of an account receivable, 
or the making, acceptance, dis-

OFFICER GOT HIS MAN. 


AT COST OF OWN LIFE 


Muskegon, Mich., in Mourning 
for Brave Detective Slain 
-by “Dutch” Anderson. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MUSKEGON, Mich., Nov. 3.— 
Charles Hammond of the Muskegon 
police department, noced for his 
courage and coolness in time of 
danger, upheld his reputation. 
when, though mortally wounded, he 


wrested from “Dutch” Anderson 
that criminal’s revolver and shot 
him down. 

Hammond knew no such word as 
fear, and when Anderson jerked 
away from him and started firing, 
the detective’sS one thought was to 
get his man. Without taking time 
to draw his own revolver, covered 
with his buttoned overcoat, Ham- 
mond ran into the alley after An- 
derson, and even though he re- 
ceived a fata] bullet wound, he saw 
to it before he fell that Anderson 
was in like condition. 

Dying, Hammond remained cool. 
He was assisted into the police sta- 
tion and remarked to Chief Han- 
son as he handed over Anderson's 
revolver, “He got me, Pete.’’ 

At the hospital Hammond talked 
calmly with William Feeney, his 
partner for eight years, and his own 
son, Nathan Hammond, 20 years 
old, and related how the shooting 
took place. “I got him, anyway,” 
Hammond told Feeney. “I never 
had a chance myself. He started 
firing before I knew it.” 

Member of Force for 12 Years. 

For 12 years Hammond had ben 
a member of the Muskegon de. 
partment and there was never too 
tight a place for him. Several 
times previously Hammond had 
faced revolvers and failed to turn 


back, but always captured his 
man. 

“I do not bélieve there was an- 
other police officer in the world as 
fearless as Hammond,” said Chief 
Hansen. “No one connected with 
the department ever knew of 
Hammond flinching in the face of 
danger.” 

“My one regret today is that 
Charlie did not know the identity 


‘of the man he killed,” said Feeney, 


his partner, “Charlie would have 
been happy had he known.” 

In the two-story house being 
purchased on a_ contract, Mrs. 
Hammond, the widow, and her four 
children sat today. They have 
given little attention to the fact 
that the man Hammond killed was 
Anderson. Their thought is of the 
death of the husband and father. 

Hammond was a home-loving 
man and it was there he spent 
practically all his time off duty. 
He was the sort of man that helped 
his~wife with the housework and 
saw to it that things were made a 
little bit easier for those dear to 
him. 

“It was Charlie all over,” re- 
marked Nathan Hammond, aged 
father, himself a police officer for 
many years. “He was best when 
the going was roughest no matter 
what the occasion. -As a _ boy 
Charlie was always taking the part 
of one of his chums in some trou- 
ble.”’ 

Before Hammond. entered the 
police department he was a tele- 
phone lineman. There was 4a 
strike here and Hammond took anh 
active part. The manufacturers Op- 
posed Hammond's appointment to 
the department but his bravery and 
reputation as an officer soon won 
him their good favor. 

Town Goes Into Mourning. 

Mayor Estes issued a procilama- 
tion commending the officer for 
his bravery and declaring a period 
of mourning. Wires came from 
many police chiefs praising Ham- 
mond. Gov. Groesbeck of Michi- 
gan took official notice.

The brigands in the country, who 
normally are numbered in hun- 
dreds, may now be counted by the 
thousands. 

Nearly everyone in Damascus 
who has reason to fear the wrath 
of the French is quitting the city 
and joining the Druses or brigands 
to await a favorable opportunity to 
avenge the shelling of the city and 
the bombing of many villages, 
which the French are continuing 
relentlessly. 

The rebels, 


incensed by the vig- 
orous campaign the French have 
inaugurated, are determined to 
sack and massacre at every chance. 
Aware of this danger the French 
are pouring troops into Syria on an 
unprecedented scale, hoping to have 
50,000 soldiers there shortly in- 
stead of 20,000.

Count Volpi, the Italian Pinance 
Minister, replied that he recog- 
nized that the American policy of 
holding a nation’s capacity to pay 
as the basis for settlement was a 
proper‘ one, and added: 

“In determining the capacity of 
a nation, the report of the Dawes 
Commission has shown two prin- 
cipal elements—first, the capacity 
to collect in a country the necea- 
sary money from its people, and 
second, the transfer of the money, 
rollected in the national curreney, 
to the creditor country in the cur- 
rency of the latter.” 

Rich in Capacity to Work. 

Count Volpi predicted that a 
Jarger field for fruitful eeonomic 
relations would be developed by a 
settlement of the debt question. 
While Italy is poor in resources, 
it is rich in capacity to work and 
fo produce, he said, and the de- 
velopment “to which the United 
States has contributed” throughout 
the world will again be evidenced 
in his country.
